42 Whooping

WASHINGTON (UPI)—A rec­ 
ord 42 whooping cranes were 
counted Friday at the r a r e 
birds’ watering ground in toe 
Aransas National Wildlife Ref­ 
uge in Texas. 
The world’s last wild flock of 
whoopers consisted of 32 adults 
and IO young, the Interior De­ 
partment announced 
The figures meant that all 32 
adult cranes survived a 5.000 
mile round trip from Aransas 
last spring to summer nesting 
grounds near Canada's Great 
Slave Lake. 
The flock is the largest since 
toe government began protect­ 
ing the birds in 1930 when only 
14 were alive. 
There is another young crane 
at the Monte Vista Wildlife Ref­ 
uge in Colorado. This crane is 
suffering from an injured wing 
Department officials doubt the 
injured bird ever will fly agata.

This is the best part of a dog’s 
love.

It 
doesn t make any difference to 
him if you are rich or poor, suc­ 
cessful or a bum. All he wants 
is to be near you and share your 
joys and sorrows. He will accept 
gratefully a morsel or a plate 
full, a beating or a caress. Mw 
could take a lesson on true love 
and devotion from his canine 
friends. 
The following is a hodge-podge 
id facts, random thoughts and 
ideas on dogs in general that I 
thought you might find interest­ 
ing. 
AU pure-bred dogs now rec­ 
ognized by the American Kennel 
Club (approximately US breeds) 
originated from mutts — dogs of 
uncertain ancestry. Most of the 
purebreds resulted from human 
control of breeding; mutts with 
desirable characteristics were 
well established and the dogs 
achieved a definite standard. 
Some canine types including the 
Mastiff and Basenji s e e m to 
have established themselves. In 
these cases, nature did th e 
breeding and man s contribution 
was to rteognne the combina­ 
tion of traits that already exist­ 
ed. 
In any case, purebred or mon­ 
grel, the cank) family has an an­ 
cient heritage. Historians have 
traced back some types of dogs 
3S.0QR years, to the time of the 
Nanderthal man. Dogs were 
domesticated and held bi esteem 
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bi Egypt before the time of 
Christ They were found in 
homes in China, Tibet and Japan 
about the same time When the 
first Romans arrived in the Brit­ 
ish Isles they were greeted by 
ancestors of today’s hounds and 
Mastiffs. The distinction of this 
long history has come down to 
mongrel and purebred alike. 
Both share a reputation as help­ 
ers and companions of man. 
Raised with common sense, 
discipline and a lot of love, the 
undesirable traits of any dog 
can be controlled No dog is 
born bad or mean There is usu­ 
ally a good reason for a mean 
temperament. It all depends on 
the owner of the dog, a dog’s 
good traits can be encouraged 
while his annoying qualities can 
be eliminated or subdued. 
Physical violence of any sort 
is one of the least effective ways 
to train a dog. In short, don't 
hit him. Not with your hands, 
not with his leash, not with a 
rolled up newspaper. The only 
result of this severe and mis­ 
guided action will be to make 
a dog “hand shy.’’ A dog will 
obey because he must, to avoid 
a beating, not because he real­ 
ly enjoys obeying. A dog should 
be CORRECTED not PUNISH­ 
ED. N e v e r call your dog to 
you and then punish him. Re­ 
member. his reasoning process 
is very l i m i t e d , simple and 
You must correct him immedi­ 
ately when he does something 
not come when called. This is 
obviously not what you want 
A dog’s memory is very short 
You must correct im immediat­ 
ely when he does something 
wrong, not Mi bour lata*. He 
has no idea what you are so 
upset about. 
Did you know that the Amer­ 
ican Kennel Club has moved? 
Hie new office is just down the 
street The new address is SI 
Madison Tvenue, New Yo r k , 
New York IMM. 
About eight million or one- 
third of America’s dogs a r e 
pure-bred and eligible far regis­ 
tration with the American Ken­ 
nel Club. The AKC wan founded 
in IRM and has the final word 
on the pedigreed dog of this 
country. The dub's purpose is 
the “protection and advance - 
men!** of pure-bred dogs. Th 
achieve this purpose the AKC 
approves standards for each 
breed and makes certain that 
all recognised dog shows abide 
by a uniform set of rides. The 
AKC also governs field trials 
and obedience trials and pub­ 
l i s h e s a monthly magasine 
“Pure - bred Dogs, American 
Kennel Gasette.’’

“I was digging to a tunnel to 
the Glen Cove area and my 
partner was chipping away at 
a crystal formation on the 
slope Above me, when I sod­ 
denly got the feeing I shouldn't 
be there. I ta rte d eat and 
started to move ap the dope 
when a 15-foot h ip boulder let 
go and came crashing down to­ 
wards me/* 
Clarence Coil, a rock collec­ 
tor par excellence from Colo­ 
rado Springs, was telling about 
one of the dose calls he’s had 
to his to years of digging. The 
boulder, which weighed about 
15 tons, tore a jagged cut to 
the back of bb leg as it tumbled 
by him down the talus slope. 
Clarence and bis partner, O. 
H. (Art) Reese, have over 70 
years of rock collecting exper­ 
ience between them, and to 
those 70 years they’ve given 
away many more prime exam­ 
ples of Crystal formations than 
they've saved. At the moment 
they're working on a permanent 
collection for the Air Force 
Academy, to cooperation with 
Academy officials According to 
Coil, die probability is that toe 
collection will be used in toe 
science curriculum at the Acad­ 
emy. 
Coil came to Colorado Springs 
in 1013 from Springfield, Mo , 
and Reese has been a resident 
since MSS. Reese came west 
from New York, where be was 
a tailor, because of his wife's 
health. 


Coil and Reese are members 
of the Colorado Springs Min­ 
eralogical Society, and 
brih 
have received the club's annual 
Certificate of Merit for Out­ 
standing Service to the Club 
award. Reese is a charter mem­ 
ber of the Society, which was 
formed in 1B42, and Cod has 
been a member since 1*44. The 
M ineralogical Society 
began 
operations to Colorado Springs 
with 12 members, and has since 
grown to a membership of over 
2to, according to Reese. 
Coil is employed at Stewart's 
C o m m e r c i a l Photograph­ 
ers, and perhaps because of 
this he is constantly taking 
slides of crystals and field trips. 
The resultant slide collection 
forms another part of their ac­ 
tivities as rock collectors, in 
that they will show the slides 
to any organization or group of 
interested persons and provide 
a running narration for a nom­ 
inal fee. Some of their most 
avid fans are school children in 
the area, and they have given 
programs to 
Boulder, L a w ­ 
rence, Ran., Denver, and Pue­ 
blo, in addition to school class­ 
es in Colorado Springs. 
Another of their current proj­ 
ects is being carried out to co­ 
operation with toe 
Fcrestry 
Service and the Park Depart­ 
ment of the State. They are us­ 
ing money earned by the Min­ 
eralogical Society at its miner­ 
al display at the Civic Auditor­ 
ium ta t year to pay for signs 
which will be erected at each 
important geological outcrop­ 
ping in the area. 
The signs will explain the 
geologic age to which the for­ 
mation appeared, the mane of 
the formation, minerals and 
crystals present to the tarna­ 
tion, and other pertinent infor­ 
mation. According to Coil, most 
of the signs will be placed along 
the Rampart Range, but toe 
Garden of the Gods, Austin 
Bluffs, and North 
Cheyenne 
Canyon will abq get 
their

According to Robert J. Burton, 
president of Broadcast Music, 
Inc., one ol Rte country's two 
major organisations for licens­ 
ing performing rights of music. 
"Americans themselves still are 
largely ignorant of their musical 
flowering” 
Burton knows whereof he 
speaks. He declares: 
'This 
country has got to wake up to 
the fact we have had a cultural 
explosion and are now cultural­ 
ly mature." 
The other music licensing or­ 
ganization is ABC AP. BMI was 
formed hi 1991. At that time 
ASG AP had a membership of 
1,138 composers and publishers. 
But today there are more than 
21.750 authors, composers and 
music 
publishers 
connected 
with the two firms. 
Burton explains that “per­ 
forming rights payments came 
to about |4 million in 1999, but 
last year they were above ISO 
million, and by 1979 they will 
reach $100 million.” 
All of which means that the 
composers, authors and per­ 
formers are getting paid for 
their work. 
The statistics are impressive 
also in other directions. "Sales 
of recordings rose from 844 mil­ 
lion in 1938 to in excess of 8850 
million this year." In 
other 
words, the music business is 
booming. 
He adds: "We had IM sym 
phony orchestras in this coun­ 
try in 1920. Now there are some 
1,300, more than half the num­ 
ber in the whole world.” 
But he has even more spec­ 
tacular figures to cite. "Amer­ 
icans own 39 million musical 
instruments, up from 21 million 
in 1960.” 
Although this is not all. It 
may come somewhat of a sur­ 
prise, or even shock, to those 
Americans who stil have been 
thinking that everything comes 
from Europe. As he puts H: 
"Music is America’s chief crea­ 
tive export form today. That 
wasn’t so true even ten years 
ago. But now, kl Western Eu­ 
rope, the Far East, and even 
behind the Iron Curtain, Ameri­ 
can music can truly be said to 
dominate much of the popular 
taste.” 
Burton talked about the ma­ 
jor composers, authom, etc. 
"Heaven only knows how many 
songwriters them are," be said.
